This report is the outcome of six months of uninterrupted interrogation 
of a subject whose initial statements to CIO had led US Authorities to put 
high hopes on any information he might have. Prolonged interrogation has, 
however, proved beyond doubt that in his statements^ he was usually not telling 
the truth. On the other hand, most of the numerous''Yursluns Of Ms Hie story 
are likely to contain some factual elements, and it is therefore felt that by 
submitting those versions which contain the least number of inconsistencies, 
it nay be possible— once that certain basic facts have been ascertained — to 
distinguish fact from fiction and to penetrate to tho root of the matter,

1, Circumstances of Kor zeniowskl* s Arrest 

Korzeniowski entered a Jewish UP camp in Berlin, called Dueppel Center, 
on 6 July 1946, under the assumod name of J osef Littauer, To the authorities 
at the camp lie stated that he had escaped from Kielce (Poland) where a pogrom 
had recently taken place. It was on the basis of this statement that he was 
admitted to the camp and registered as a Jew from Poland, On 19 July, however, 
Korzeniowski was recognized by three Jews living at the camp as a former in- 
mate of the Mauthausen Concentration Camp, where he had held the position of 
block clerk. It was while holding this Job that he had, according to sworn 
statements by the three DPs mentioned, committed nunorous crimes against other 
initiates*. After being recognized, Korzeniowski was beaten by an angry crowd 
and finally arrested by CIC agents, 

2, Korzeniowski* s Interrogations by CIC Berlin 
a. The First Interrogation 

Korzeniowski denied having been an inmate of the Mauthausen Camp 
and disclaimed knowledge of any war crimes committed, When, however, he was 
confronted with documentary evidence, he admittod that he had been the clerk 
of 31ock 19 at Mauthausen and that he had at times maltreated other prisoners, 
but he claimed that he had not been responsible for murder or for the selection 
of victims to be burned alive in tho crematorium. 

He attenpted to explain his coming to Berlin by his intention of 
going to Palestine in order to start a now life and to forget about the past; 
ho had registered at the Dueppcl Center undor a false name in order to make 
his emigration easier. In the course of interrogation, however, he had to 
admit that ho v/as not a Jew, a. statement which refuted all his previous stories, 

Korzeniowski then gave the following account of his lifc**i

b. The Second Interrogation 

The account given previously did not satisfy the CIC Interrogator 
because papers had boen f ound on the prisonor proving that he was on ardent 
supporter of the Polish regime and a n important nembor of the Polish Socialist 
Party (PPS)*, Moroover, ho had registered with the Polish His si on in Berlin"^ 
'on the v^rytLay of his arrival, a completely illogical stop on the part of a 
persecuted Ban Vkc'had Just made his escape from Poland, Faced vith this evi- 
dence, Korzeniowski admitted that he had lied, and changed the last part of 
his Btory, after his promotion to major in Hay 1945, 

According to his new account**, he had been namod chief of Mili- 
tary Courts in Wroclaw (Breslau), and had then boon assigned to organize the 
Prosecution Branch of Military Oourts in Szczecin (Stettin), where ho also 
became active in tho local PPS, He was later appointed liaison officer hetweon 
the Polish General Staff and the hoadouartcr s of the region. As such, he made 
inspection trips to several military installations and particularly to military 
courts.

His activity was interrupted in JIarch 1946, when he was called to 
Warsaw to report to Col Schmidt, Acting Chief of tho 3UZ (Biuro Wywiadu 
Zagranlcznego - Office of Intelligence in Foreign Countries) of tho General 
Staff, Schmidt introduced him to a Russian general, and Korzeniowski was in- 
formed that he had been selected to attend a course for staff officers In 
Moscow, commencing on IS March 1946, He therefore left Warsaw by plane and 
attended a four-week course in the Kremlin***, 

Bpon completion of his schooling, Korzeniowski was sent back to 
Szczecin and told that a now assignment would be forthcoming through army 
channels.

Korzeniowski arr ived in 3orlin on 7 July 1?46 and immediately^" C* 
reported to Col Praffin, chief of tho Polish Military Mission, who in turn in- ^ Cf 
troduccd him to' Kp., 5 Ivp.ro g , chief of tho Intelligence Section, Upon present— 
ing his identification card, Korzeniowski ’-as introduced to a Russian Gen 
Malinin, an ITLVJj officer who had his headquarters somewhere in tho Russian ^ 
sector of the city, Re interviewed Korzoniowski and had Mm photographed in 
a major’s uniform borrowed from Tvarog. 



Malinin told Korzeniowski to register as a Polish Jew in the 
Bucppel Center and to search for a. certain Dr Tarkowski in the Teltower Damn wetr/., 
Camp; this man is, according to KorzeniowskT^"“a^Po!¥!§f^ember of the Polish 
General Staff and a scientist in the field of atomic energy, and he disappeared 
from Poland and was sup po sod to he hiding in ono of the HP camps. If Korzcniow- 
ski failod to locate Mn, he was to report hack to the Polish Mission where he 
was to receive anothor assignment that was to take him to Paris. 



c. The TMrd Interrogation 

When he was interrogated again by CIC*, Korzeniowski revealed 
that he had made two trips to Franco, in May and June 1946, in order to induce 
Poles living there to return to thoir homeland. The first trip allegedly 
took place on 6 Kay , and he reported t o Hr Skrzeszewski, the Polish Jurbass a- e 
dor, and Hr Pictusinski, chief of the Polish Military Mission in Paris. Kor- 
zeniowski made con t a c twi t h Polish organizations and leading Polish personali- 
ties in France and, upon invitation from the Association of Poles in Western 
Countries ( 2wi a zek Polakow na Zachodzie) , he made several speeches advocating 
return to Poland. In addition to this, Korzoniovski was to organize a. net of 
agents supposedly sent to Franco from Italy. Ke left Franco on 20 May and 
reported hack to Warsaw. 

Since the Polish Government was very well satisfied with the 
results of Korzeniowski ' s first trip to France, he was sent to Lille shortly 
afterwards to contact Hr Tanborskl, the Polish Consul there. His general 
assignment was the sane as previously, and he stayed in France until 10 June.

Fourteen members of Korzeniowski’ s class failed to graduate because either 
they did not meet the Mgh requirements or vere considered uolitically unre- 
liable. 

The four- we do course consisted of daily lectures, required reading, and 
conducted tours , and it 'ms concluded by a final oral and written examination 
dealing with all tho ground covered. 

The following subjects were taught by Mgh-ranlcing Russian and Polish 
staff officers: 



1. Russian and Polish Intelligence agencies as compared to corres- 
ponding services in other countries. 

2. Structure of the British and US Intelligence Services, particular 
stress being put on the organization and functions of the US Intelligence 
agencies. 

3. Organization of foreign armies , especially functions of various 
liaison branches. 

4. Recruiting of agents and undorcovcr techniques. 

5. Communist indoctrination.

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d. Analysis and Refutation of tho Story Told by Korzeniowski to 
the CIO in Berlin- 

(1) Korzeniowski claims to have "been horn and raised in Warsaw, 
and to have lived there for twenty-three years; yet he is unable to remenher 
names of streets, any known buildings, theaters, parks, etc., even in the 
immediate vicinity of his all oped domicile. 

(2) He claims to have received his lias tor's decree in Lav; in 1937* 
hut this is hi lily improbable at the ago of twenty- two. 

(3) After the capitulation of 'Jar saw # he allegedly fled to 
Lublin, where ho organized a group of partisans who kept in contact with G*en 
Anders, but thcro was no AK (Arn,ja Era,jovra - rational Army)* in the Lublin 
sector in ip4o, and there was no organized resistance of any kind until Fovc Ti- 
ber when the PZP (Pol ski Zwiazek Patriotow - Polish Patriots 1 Association) 
became active* 



(4) Korzeniowski claims to have "been promoted to major noon his 
return from. Germany, as regard for his AK activity, This sounds incredible 
in view of the fact that the Polish Government was at that time "bitterly 
hostile to Anders and the AK. Sven more fantastic appears the statement that 
an AK officer received an assignment, such as organizing the Prosecution 
Branch of Military Courts in Szczecin, directly from the General Staff, "by- 
passing all regular military channels. 

(5) Korzeniowski was pressed for details concerning his alleged 
meeting with the Russian general in Warsaw, "but he was unable to specify the 
lo cation of the meeting place or to describe Col Schmidt and the Russian 
general. ’Then he was shown' a picture of a person certainly unknown to him, 
he readily stated that it was Col Schmidt. 

(6) When questioned about the intelligence training he had 
received in Moscow, Korzeniowski consistently spoke in general terns. He 

■ ( was unable to furnish details about any of the subjects taught, and during 
\ his first interrogation by MISC, he confessed that he had lied and that he 
I had been in Moscow only as a member of some delegation touring Russia. 

(7) He states that he arrived in Berlin on 7 July 1946, but the 
stamp and date of his registration with the Polish Mission in Berlin** prove 
conclusively that he was in the latter city as early as 4 Ju ly . 

(S) He made no real attempt to uphold any of his previous state- 
ments except the assignment given him to locate Dr Tarkowski. 

( 9 ) To his CIC interrogator, Korzeniowski had said that he had 
been in Prance from 6 to 20 May 1946. However, during later interrogations , 
forgetting his previous assertions, he claimed to have done propaganda work 
”in the field”, i.o,, in Poland at that time. According to documents found 
on the prisoner***, he had boon granted a throe-day leave to Mar saw, from 19 
to 22 May, p.nd he adnits having requested a furlough in Szczecin a few days 
before, because he was overworked and because he wanted to be with Bgiifle. 

Vr.<yi rarefe.**** | to whom he had sent a telegram from Szczecin on 6 May; he oven 
admitted the difficulties he had had in obtaining the leave because he could 
not be spared in Szczecin at the tine. 

All the discrepancies listed, in addition to the subject's inabi- 
lity to furnish precise details — he was not even able to repeat the exact 
story he had told the CIC interrogator — indicate clearly that the whole pre- 
ceding life story was only nr. invented tale.

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3, Korzenlowski* s Interrogations at HI SC 

During Korzeniowski* s stay at this Center, he gave about thirty dif- 
ferent accounts of his life, and of these fourteen were plausible enough to 
he believed at first sight end to he placed on record hy the interrogator. 
Korzeniovski’ s technique did not vary much, and each tine that a story had 
been proven a lie, he admitted the fact and promised to come out tdth a full 
confession. His last accounts were not too well constructed and contained 
many obvious discrepancies; Korzeniowski is well aware of this fact and admits 
that he is running out of stories. 

Many of the following versions of his life history my contain ele- 
ments of truth, hut ea.ch one had to be discarded because of contradictions, 
\documentary evidence, lack of logically acceptable motives, etc; however, in 
brder to give an accurate picture of his methods and mentality, it is deemed 
Necessary to submit some of the stories. The accounts riven below are but 
very brief synopses of a feu versions of Korzeniowski 1 s life and activities. 

a. The First Story 

Korzeniovski began with a repetition of the last account given 
to the CIC in Berlin, but now many details and names were added that proved 
pure invention. He stated that he had received the Geroy award, one of the 
highest Russian decorations, that he had boen an officer in the Soviet- 
sponsored 2nd Kosciuszko Div, and that he had seen action in the Kalinin sec- 
tor. He also said tha.t the intelligence course to which he had referred 
previously had "been held in the Krechinskaya School and not in a. wing of the 
Kremlin. 



To this account, the following objections must he made; 

(1) The only two men of Polish origin who ever received the Geroy 
award were Russian citizens. One is Capt Iakov ski of the 4*th Regt, Six- 
teenth Air Army, and the other recipient, also a captain, is now dead. 

(2) There was no 2nd Kosciuszko Div; the 1st Div of the Russian- 
sponsored Polish Army bore that name, and the 2nd Div was called the Traugutt 
Div, 



(3) Krechinskaya School exists, hut it is a. purely Russian Air 
Porce school, and no Poles were ever admitted. There was only one school for 
Polish officers in Russia, and that was in Ryazan, later transferred to Sury 
(near Kursk), then to Lodz, and finally to Cracow. 

(4) Mo Polish troops were committed in the front lines at the 
tine mentioned; Kalinin was taken hy the Germans in October l?4l and recap- 
tured hy the Russians in December lh4l. 

b. The Second Story 

At his next interrogation, Korzeniowski stated that before the 
war he had been a ctive as a Communist. He saw action in the Polish Campaign 
of 1339. was captured at Sochaczew and interned at Zyrardow. From there he 
escaped to the Russian- occupied part of Poland on 10 October 1939, and met 
a Lt Gol Babenko who took him to Moscow. It was on this occasion that he 
attended Krechinskaya School in order to n learn KK7D methods and procedure". 

He was, however, very vague and confused when told to explain 
what he had learned about the I3TTO, and for that reason this version had to 
he discarded also. 
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c. The Third Story 



This time, Korzeniowski maintained that his -previous account 
had been true up to his arrival in Moscow in lpUo, when he went to the Kre— 
chinskaya School on behalf of the Russian PKO (Ministry of Defense). After 
completing his course, he was sent to Warsaw to contact the Polish underground 
movement; however, he returned to Moscow without having achieved his object. 
His next assignment also took him to Warsaw, where he contacted a certain 
Szumineki. Ho then proceeded to Berlin to establish a net of agents there; he 
'fhSTThent'lM had to report back to Warsaw on his activity. He was successful 
in recruiting agents in Hamburg, Bremen, Bremervoerde , Bckernfoerde , Munich, 
and Breslau, but his work in Germany was cut short when his main assistant in 
3erlin, Hermann von Pare, was arrested. He therefore remained in Warsaw, 
took part in the uprising, and was again captured by the Germans. 

For the period after his liberation he followed his previous 
accounts, except that lie admitted that he had never been sent to Moscow after 
returning to Poland. Ho also ejqilained that he had escaped from Poland 
because a friend, Kola s z, had informed him that ho was in grave danger because 
of hi 8 hostility to'RussTa. 



d* The JoUrth Strry 

Kr r zeniovski later explained that his previous accounts had been 
motivated purely by his fear of being turned '•ver to the Russians, and he now 
produced a nev version of his activities after VS-Day. He was indeed sent to 
Szczecin, but given a purely political assignment, quite unrelated tc military 
courts, as ho had previously stated. A Col Jancwski ordered him tc report to 
a Russian officer, Col Yurln, who spoke flawless Polish and had his office on 
the Aleja u c j ska Pclskicgo in Szczecin. Yurin pointed out that Kor zeniovslti * s 
friendly disposition towards the Soviet regime and the fact that he was not too 
busy at the tine made him very suitable for an intelligence assignment. He there 
fore instructed him to reprrt to the Polish Mission in Berlin, Upon arrival 
there, he received sealed orders directing him to contact the engineer Eugcnjusz 
V cber . _ He stayed at the latter's house until the arrival of Yurin, who instruct- 
ed him to form intelligence detachments composed of members of the KPD, Although 
Korzcniowski was morally opposed to that type of work, he was obliged to comply 
sind took several trips to Frankfurt and Offenbach for that purpose. When he had 
finally nado up his mind to escape from the grasp of tho KKVD, he was arrested 
by CIC Berlin. 



e. The Fifth Story 

During the fifth interrogation, Korzeniowski made an effort to 
supply a large number of details, names and places, and moreover, he introduced 
a new and astonishing conclusion. 

Before the war, he had been a very active member of the AZEHS 
(Students' Association of Independent Socialist Youth). At the outbreak of 
the war , he was a 2nd lieutenant and was captured by the Germans a.t Sochaczew 
on 21 or 22 September 1939. Having escaped from internment at Zyrardow, he 
made his way to Warsaw early in October. Since he was unable to locate his 
family there, but learned that his fiancee had left for Vilno, he followed 
her there, but was arrested by the Russians because of lack of identification 
papers. He remained in a. detention camp until la te in December, when he was 
transferred to a P W camp in Kovno. Through the influence of his fiancee, who 
was a well-known Polish Conmnist, he was sent to the Gorki Institute in Mos- 
cow, where he lived in comparative freedom. It was his fiancee too who intro- 
duced him to Lt Col 3 a.be nkOj and the latter asked him to go to Germany for 
the purpose of orgaSiTzing a net of agents. Details of the proposed mission 
were to be obtained in Warsaw, where Kor zeniowski arrived, provided with the 
necessary papers and posing as a refugee, around 15 Kay 1940. When contact- 
ing his confidence man, Stefan Szuminskl. , he introduced himself as Panuald 
Rekogicwicz . His assignment was to establish nets of agents in large German 
ports and other cities for the purpose of'gathering positive intelligence 
on German industry and -iort ins tallations. 
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He left Warsaw in. September lbUo and went to Berlin where he . 
contacted Hermann Pare of 25 Weitenveg Strasse, who supplied him with the 
necessary documents to pose n.s a salesman by the name of Bwar t S chenbe r cer - 
He kept in touch with Pore and regularly reported to S zunin ski , i nf ormat i on 
being gathered mainly by Polish PWe working in German plants. Korzeniowski 
moved to Sckernfeerde where he reported on a. torpedo factory, and later he was 
sent to Flensburg where large ammunition plants were located. In January lPUl, 
he received instructions from Pare to proceed to Begensburg and obtain infor- 
mation abotxt the Messerschnitt factory. After that, he left for Warsaw to 
search for his family. He was , however, back in Berlin in April 19*H with 
orders to report on the Zeiss factory in Jena and on similar industries in 
Essen. He was constantly in one of these three cities until October 19^3. 
when Pare’ s daughter informed him that her fa.ther had been arrested for black- 
market activities; Kor zeniovski therefore returned to Warsaw. 

After another trip to Germany, he remained in Warsaw and found 
employment in Szuninski’s coal yards. After having taken mart in the Warsaw 
uprising and being captured once more, he was sent to Dachau, 3uchenwald, and 
finally Mauthausen; a.t the latter camp Korzeniowski was clerk of Block 19, 
and he admitted havinr occasionally beaten lazy inmates. 

After the liberation, he returned to Poland and held several 
minor positions until, a.t the suggestion of the PPS leader Cyrankiewiox, he 
took up molitical work for the PPS in Silesia; in this he was so successful 
that he was named Second Secretary of the Party in Szczecin. In his spare 
tine, he studied diplomacy, and after taking a course sponsored by the Foreign 
Office, he received a diploma. The rrad.ua.tes of this course were invited to 
a. conference in lignice (Lie.'-nitz) where, to Eor zeniowski’ s treat surprise, 

3 abenjm— w a s the main speaker. A little later, Korzeniowski was introduced to 
a Lt Col Tanbor sk i . who gave him instructions to meet him in Berlin. He 
reported to the Polish Mission there on 7 July 19 ^- 6 , and a few days la.ter, 
Tamborski sent him on a mission to register at the Dueppel Center, engineer 
his own arrest by CIC, and penetrate the latter organization by accepting 
its expected proposition to work for the DS. Fa/turally he vras to report on 
all his experiences to the Polish Mission. 

f. The Sixth Story 

In the next account offered to the interrogator, Korzeniowski 
pictured himself as the innocent victim of blackmail. It begins with his 
repatriation to Poland after TS-Day, when he learned that his fiance e, Halln a. 
Einste-^had married a certain zlowski , head of the militia, in Lodz. — 

ISu rycy Wolkow , a member of the PSL (Peasant Party which constituted the main 
opposition to the Communist-dominated Government) , approached Korzeniowski 
with, the object of having Kozlowski assassinated. Korzeniowski refused to 
participate in any such scheme, but, to his horror, he learned Wo weeks 
later that Kozlowski had been shot on his way from Warsaw to Lodz. When 
Wolkow hinted that he could easily ascribe this deed to Korzeniowski, the lat- 
ter attempted to buy Ms silence by revealing to him numerous confidential 
reports of the PPS, relating mainly to the opposition party. On 28 June 1946, 
Premier Osubka— Korawski was scheduled to participate in a PPS ceremony in 
Szczecin, and Wolkow told Korzeniowski to induce the Premier to follow a. cer- 
tain itinerary. Since this implied a, possible attempt on Csubka-Korawski’ s 
life, he refused, but when he learned a few days later that ’’olkow had been 
arrested, he decided to escape to Berlin., 

g. The Seventh Story 

A similar motive to explain Korzeniowski’ s actions recurs in Ms 
next account. According to this, he was not taken prisoner in 1939 at all, 
hut instead he succeeded in obtaining nepers as a ^olks Deutschcr (German 
citizen living abroad) , and was consequently well treated by the Gomans. He 
worked for a piano manufacturer in Bydgoszcz (Bromberg), but went back to 
Warsaw in tine to participate in the uprising of 1°44; he wa.s then taken pri- 
soner and sent to various concentration cartps. After the liberation, he 
became active in nolitics and prominent in the EPS. Maury cy Wolkow, who knew 
about the posing as a Volks Deutscher during the war, threatened to reveal 
that Korzeniowski , an important Polish official, had collaborated with the 
enemy, and forced him to reveal party socrets to his own opposition party; it 
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was this situation that induced Korzeniowski to flee to Berlin, 

h. The Eighth St ary 

In the next version of Ms life history, Korzeniowski followed 
his previous account, "but he added many ne vr details from the time when he 
fled from Szczecin. He obtained travel orders to Berlin by offering his fian- 
cee, Er y^\ y fla JablkowHka- -whon he had never mentioned previously — an oculist 
at the" nili tary Ho suit al in Szczecin, to purchase badly needed medical instru- 
ments for her in Berlin. tFpon arrival, he registered at the Polish Fission 
where he pot acquainted with one Eugenjusz Feber, who invited him to share his 
apartment. One day, Heber casually pointed out the Duepnel Center to his 
friend, and the latter decided to enter it and start a new life. He made 
numerous friends through an old acquaint ancc from Poland, » man by the name of 
Pasternak- He also met Ronanowlcz . a former official of the Bezuieczenstwo 
(Polish Ministry of Sc curl ty) of f i ce in Szczecin, who near lived in the French 
Sector of Berlin, and whom he told of the reasons for his escape. Ronanowlcz 
assured Korzeniowski that he knew of a way to rehabilitate Mmself and return 
to Poland cleared of all charges; for this purpose, he introduced him to a 
Russian liaj Goncharov and to an American It Janes; however, Korzeniowski 
received no hint as to the plans they harbored. A little later, Korzeniowski 
net another nan, a certain who, upon hearinp his story, said that 

he w^ s willing to assign him a mission, and the possibility of Korzeniowski’ s 
return to Poland would depend upon its outcome; the na.ture of the assignment 
was again not specified, and Korzeniowski never had a. chance to find out the 
details. 



The following day, Pasternak requested Korzeniowski to help Mm 
and his friend Goldber g do a job at the camp. Korzeniowski consented, and 
that night he guarded" t'fte approach of Block 4l while his friends loaded »n 
object shaped like a. human being and wrapped in a. burlap bag into a. car; Kor- 
zeniowski remained ignorant of the contents of the bag. The operation was 
spotted by the camp police, and while Pasternak succeeded in escaping with 
the car, Korzeniowski *nd Goldberg were arrested. However, the authorities 
were satisfied by a, story made up by Korzeniowski to explain the episode, and 
alter his release he still had an opportunity to give a. piano concert in the 
Luna Theater, before being arrested by CIC on 1? July. 

i. The Finth Story 



After several more versions containing only minor changes, Kor- 
zeniowski stated that ho was willing to rovea.1 his true mission, which was to 
kidnap two former Polish officials, called Pawlowski and ^robel^ from the 
Dueppel Center. He claimed that the episode' of the burlap referred to 

above and which took place on l6 July 1946, actually constituted the kidnap- 
ping of Pawlrvski , and ho sia-ned a written confession to that effect.* 

However, immediate investigation in Berlin revealed that the 
episode referred to had simply been a black._ma.rket operation which involved 
selling large quantities of meat of doubtful origin. 

j . The Tenth Story 

In tho next account, we find a completely changed life history, 
one that varies in almost every detail from the preceding stories, and is 
therefore reproduced in deta.il. Korzeniowski started by revealing that his 
real name was not Korzeniowski at all, but Frey tarn. He was born and raised 
in Poznan, and his father, Otton, was of German origin, while his mother, 
Zofja, nee Robinson, was Jewish. His life history since 1939 follows! 

1939 Captured during Polish Campaign, sent to Kutno, then to 

Oflag X in Fienburg an der Veser. 
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Sent to camp in Itzehoe, near Hamburg. There, he ana a 
certain Lt Danzinger claimed to their interrogators to he 
pure Aryans, hut two Polish officers, CaptM^ewjfcl and Lt 
Marknwfikl . certified th«t they wore J * Kor zcni ow— 

ski and Danzinger were sent to F all inches tel , near ^erden, 
and later to the Mannschafts Straf lager (a punitive canp for 
enlisted non) at Sandhostel, near Brenerhaven, where Danzinger 
surges ted that they take revenge on the officers who had given 
then away by falsely denouncing then as war criminals who had 
executed l6 German PWs. 

Sent to Lindenbusch (either in Pomerania or Silesia) , then to 
Hamburg, 

Transferred to the Warsaw prison on 7 Danilowska, then taken 
to ” So ndorger i cht ” trial against Hajewski as prosecution wit- 
ness, Whon he retracted his previous statement as being a 
lie, he was sentenced to five years in prison, and Danzinger , 
in absentia., to twelve years. 

Sent to prison in Wronki. 

Transferred consecutively to Dachau, Buchenwald, Mauthausen, 
and Guesen, near Magdeburg. At the office of the latter camp, 
a certain Jozcwlcz worked, and he learned the reason for 
Kor zeniowski's inpri sonment , 

Went to Linz where he registered with Polish Committee, giv- 
ing his name as Korzeniowski. Provided with papers and a 
RR ticket to Warsaw, 

Returned to Warsaw, but decided to settle in Wroclaw (Breslau), 
where he was not known. Got a job in meat packing factory 
and started work in PPS circles. Became known as orator and 
propagandist, greeted the visiting Premier, and on that occa- 
sion was congratulated by Cyrankiewicz and Businek, two high 
Party officials, and admitted to Regional Committee of the PPS. 
Gave up his job to devote himself exclusively to Party affairs. 

Attended a meeting of the ’’Friends of the Soviet Union” at 
Marshal Rokossovskl ’s headquarters near Lignice. 

Called to Warsaw by Cyrankiewicz and appointed temporary 
chief of the local Government and Parliamentary Section of 
the PPS; later nominated Second Secretary of the PPS in 
Szczecin, 



15 Jun 46 Received delegation of former political prisoners; one of 

them, Harlan.-Cwlli nak i . recognized him as the former camp 
innate Freytag. Ten days later, a friend called Mydlarz, who 
vrorked for the Bezpieczenstwo , showed him statements written 
by Cwilinski and Jozewicz in which they stated that his name 
was Freytag and that he had been imprisoned for falsely de- 
nouncing two Polish officers, Korzeniowski assured Mydlarz 
that the accusation was unf,v.iided, but decided to flee from 
Poland at once. 

The remainder of this account follows the preceding stories, with 
the exception of the fact that, according to the nevr story, Smirnov had pro- 
mised Korzeniowski a job with OHGUS, and implied that information reported hy 
him would be a means of rehabilitating him and making possible his return to 
Poland. Korzeniowski also claimed that he was told by one CzechowLgj^ who 
witnessed his arrest by CIC, not to mention the names of Oonowarov, Smirnov, 
and Romanowicz; the latter would, if Korzeniowski kept his mouth shut, obtain 
his release. 
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k. The Sleventh Story 

In his next interrog ation, Forzeniowslri introduced new important 
chances in his life history, tepinning x/ith his life in Poland before the war. 

Be was married in 19 3^ to ^anda Gertruda Fonadkoxrska, and was very 
active in Communist circles. His parents , botn physi clans, di s appro v ed of Ids 
political outlook and of his marriage to a worker’s daughter, and consequently 
deprived him of his allowance. Ke therefore tried to support his wife by em- 
barking on a career as an abortionist, signing his name to medical prescriptions 
while still a student, and he oven stole money from Party funds. Convicted 
of performing abortions and of impersonating a doctor, he was sentenced to 
three years imprisonment in Plock. Paroled in August 1939* he was assigned to 
a line outfit as a private* He fought in the Hlawa-Ciechanow sector and was 
captured on 20 September 1939* posing as a lioutenant, he managed to be assign- 
ed to an officers’ camp. His life as a prisoner and his false denunciation 
of Polish officers followed the lines riven in his previous account * 

After VE-Bay, he searched for his wife and child, first in Poznan, 
and then in Warsaw, where he finally located them. He then took up work as a 
medical assistant at tho Swietero Ducha hospital in Warsaw, intending to obtain 
Ms medical decree a9 soon as possible. However, his father-in-law, a Communist 
who became an influential member of the Government, persuaded him to abandon 
his studies *>nd become a. Party worker instead. In Fovember 1945, he changed 
his name tc For zeniox/ski and x^ent to Wroclaw as a PP8‘ official. The story of 
his successes, first in Wroclaw and later in Szczecin f was repeated from pre- 
vious accounts , xjp to March 1946 , when he x*as sent to attend an orientation 
course in Moscow at which the forthcoming Polish elections were discussed. On 
1 June 1946, his wife and child moved to Szczecin, where they obtained a house 
next to that of the governor of the region. Three weeks later, hewever, they 
were all arrested by tx/o Russian officers, called Goncharov an d Rykof lev, 
taken to Yilno, and informed that Korzeniovrski 1 s rcpFSHBIWtble act ivl tTesT^ef ore 
and during the war had become known to a joxirnalist of the opposition party, 
who intended to reveal them in his paper. A public trial vras excluded because 
of the xinfa.vorable publicity it x/ould give the rerine, and he was given the 
choice of being deported to Siberia, or of accepting an unspecified mission to 
Berlin. He agreed to the latter and was taken to the FKVD building at Cunience , 
a suburb of Szczecin, where he stayed for about five days. He was able to 
contact his lady friend, Krystyna Jablkowska, there , and told her about his 
situation and his intention oF“escapIng ; ~Tt was with the help of a certain 
Potapoff , that he received a set of forred papers and travel orders enabling 
Srx^W^roceed to Berlin on 1 or 2 July 1946, There he registered with tho 
Polish Mission where he stayed x\rhile contemplating a suitable opportunity 
for escape. The best solution appeared to be to register at a IIP camp under 
an assumed name. Therefore ho entered the Dueppel Center as Jozef Littauer 
and was arrested there two x/ecks later by CIO. 

1. The Twelfth Story 

In ijis next account, Korzeniowski made an effort to present a lexi- 
cal plot involving a complicated spy ring and at least one US officer. He 
reiterated his last story up to the time when he arrived in Berlin, and then 
continued as follows. 

The Polish Mission put him in touch x/ith a Col Yurln . who had his < 
office in the Russian Sector of the city and who received him in the nresence 
of a Polish Capt l r ildatior T whom he knew from Szczecin, ,r ildauer told Forzen- 
iowski that he headed a net of agents who x/ere US officers, one of the latter 
being a Capt Hirsch from Mannsee. For zeniowski 1 s first assignment was to aid 
in the sabotaging of RR tracks in the vicinity of Bremen, After he had ac- 
complished this mission, Yurin assigned him to the bigger job of blowing up 
gas tanks at the Tcnpelhof aerodrome .and systematically sabotaging planes and 
equipment; the actual work was to be done by several German Communists who 
were Mred by a certain Mrs Sabzmann, chief of the employment office at the 
airport* Hox\rever, Her zeni ox/ski vras arrested before the plan could be put 
into effect. 
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Although ke abandoned this version, a little later of his ovn accord, 
an investigation was made in order to ascertain whether there might have been 
any truth in his statements; they proved to he just' another fictitious creation. 

n. The Thirteenth Story 

’/hen he produced his next life history, Korzeniowski attempted to 
picture himself as a, repentant sinner, a criminal ashamed of his record who 
had finally decided to admit everything without reservations. 

He had never been married, as previously stated. He had studied 
medicine in Poznan and had learned how to porform abortions, a skill of which 
he availed himself to the full; in addition to this unsavory activity, he sold 
stolen drugs, dealt in cocaine, and forced medical proscriptions. Since he 
could still not make a sufficient amount of money this way, he went to the 
Department of Health (Panstwovy Zaklad Higjeniczny) in Torun in May 1°3^. pos- 
ing as an inspoctor from Warsaw called D r Gidynsk i . and succeeded in embezz- 
ling 30,000 zloty entrusted to him for the purcha.se of medicines. He was 
arrested and sentenced to eighteen months imprisonment, and when his previous 
activities in Poznan became known, this was extended to a term of three years. 
He was servinr his sentence in Plcck when, on 3 September 193? » the approach- 
ing German armies created a confusion which onabled him to escape. He went 
to Kutno where he reported to a Medical Center for PWs and succeeded in imper- 
sonating a medical officer, assuming the name of Dr Przybylski . Jfe went 
through several PW camps until, in January 19^0, he was recognized in Itzehoe 
by a certain Lt Skibniewski, who denounced him to the German camp authorities 
as an impostor who was neither a, doctor nor an officer. It was for this rea- 
son that he transferred first to Fallingbostel and later to Sandbostel. Here 
he did everything to improve his fate by ingratiating himself with the Germans, 
telling them that his father had been •"‘n officer in the German Array, *»nd ask- 
ing to be treated as a Volks Dcutscher. He also lied that he had knowledge 
of war crimes committed by It Skibniewski . who had unmasked him. When trans- 
ferred to Warsaw to act as a prosecution witnoss, he retracted his statement 
and was sentenced to five years imprisonment; he was subsequently taken to 
Dachau, Buchenvald, and Mauthausen. Liberated by US Forces, he went to Linz 
and worked as medical officer for a Polish guard company stationed in Wells; 
fear of punishment for a few minor offenses, however, decided him to flee, 
and he joined a transport of repatriates to Poland. 

In Prague, on tlx way, the Red Cross provided him with papers under 
the name of ITalccz. He first vent to Katowice and obtained employment in a 
clinic for cnilaron; he was , however, recognized by a former inmate of the 
Mauthausen camp and had to flee. He then went to Wroclaw and there began the 
spectacular political career oontionod previously. At the height of his 
glory, he was appointed to the Supreme Council (Rada Haczelna) of the Polish 
Socialist and Communist Parties. In March 19^6, he was chosen along with 
Ruslnok (head of Polish Trade Unions), Dobrowolski . and Siengk to represent 
the Polish Socialist and Communist Parties at a conference in Moscow, where, 
after three days of discussions, they received instructions from their Russian 
colleagues Malenkov, Sokolov, and Miclnikov. Upc-n their return to Warsaw, 
they were at once received by the Premier to whom they reported on their trip 
and handed the instructions they had received. 

Kcrzeniowski was then appointed to the previously mentioned position 
in Szczecin, and received the Cross of Merit in a solemn ceremony. Finally, 
he was nominated to represent Pomerania or, the national Assembly. In this 
connection he stated, ”1 was considered one of the leading citizens of Poland 
and enjoyed enormous prestige in parliamentary circles. The Chief of the 
Polish Government and his Ministers consulted me frequently, and my advice ■ 

,T as highly valued by then rt . 

Thus, within six months, he rose from complete obscurity to a lead- 
ing position. This unusual success story was interrupted when the Warsaw 
authorities discovered his past, and he was requested to relinquish his duties 
in Szczecin and report to the capital. Korzoniov/ski , however, decided that 
it was safer for him to flee to Berlin.

n* The Fourteenth Story 

In the last interrogation that took place before the writing of this 
report, Korzeniowski stated that he had never assumed any names other than 
his real name Kor zonlowski, and that he had never committed crimes of any kind 
either in Poland or in Germany* Ho had been a Communist before the wr, and 
afterwards had done well in Poland, but the brutality of the Bolsheviks had 
horrified him so nnch that ho had decided to leave his country*

1* Possible Motives fc-r Kor zcniowskl* s Coning to Germany 

It is, of course, possible that Korzeniowski is a loyal Polish official 
who was sent on a mission to Gcr many; in that caso t his numerous untruthful 
statements can be explained simply by his desire not to betray Ms real mission* 

However, it seems much more probable that he really has a criminal 
record, both before and during the war, and that he mannered to keep this fact 
Mdden so well that ho attained a hi£h position in the Polish Government ser- 
vice after the war, until his past finally caught up with him. In that case, 
he nay actually have agreed to co on an intelligence mission on the understand- 
ing that he would bo rehabilitated or at least not prosecuted if he were suc- 
cessful. It nay also be that he really fled from Poland when his past was 
discovered without having boon offered any intelligence assignment, and in 
that case, his constant lies ni^ht just bo delaying tactics calculated to 
escape trial as a war criminal. 

Kc ray have invented the story that he was active in Russian and 
Polish Intelligence after his arrest by CIO, in order to have it believod that 
he is prepared to put Ms supposedly valuable and extensive knowledge at the 
disposal of the TJS; tMs, in turn, \;ould help him regain his liberty and escape 
punishment for his past crimes. 

2* Korzcniovski 1 s Attitude and Reactions 

Korzcniovski is undoubtedly a megalomaniac whose inability to dis- 
tinguish fact from fiction has assumed pathological proportions. In addition 
to this, however, he undoubtedly did not hold his interrogators in himh osteon 
and seemed to feci that an American is yulliblc enough to believe the most 
incredible stories. In particular, he appeared to think that his interrogators 
knew absolutely nothiny about life in present-day Poland and Russia. Moreover, 
he assumed that if he could only make then bolievc that he is n Jew or at 
least a half— Jew, he would be safe from the conscqucncos of whatever offonscs 
he had connitted. He also felt certain that he would rain advantages by flat~ 
ter y t and that if he offerod to work as an a.rent for TJS Intelligence, his offer 
would be accepted readily and without 'reservations. 

Hr.ry of the stories were told on his own initiative: he would either 
write a note to the interrogator or state verbally that he had important re- 
velations to make. He would then preface the latter by sayinr that he was 
Hired of lyinr", n fcd up with everything, or that n after a lonr internal 
strurrle” he had decided to tell the whole truth. Prcnuently he asked for, 
special privileges like better food or more cigarettes, so as to be able to 
” concentrate Ms thoughts and muster the strength" to tell the whole truth. 

On other occasions, he threatened to cenrifc buicido or to start a hunrer 
strike because he was denied treatment compatible with his position* 

At the outset, his attitude was arr o "ant and i:rportinent; he was 
impatient with the ruar&s, critical of food and quarters, and dissatisfied 
v;ith the welfare officer. He constantly demanded to see the Connandinr Offi- 
cer, wrote letters to G-en i IciTarncy , to the Polish President , to the Central 
Connittce cf the Connunist Party, to the Polish ration, and even a few to the 
interrogator . 
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Within 0 . few weeks, lie lost gone of his cockiness, and later there 
was a complete change: he now wanted .to nnkc believe that he was a sick and 
"broken nan. He invented ailnontp and was constantly clamoring for the doctor. 
Pretending that he could not control his urine, he surprised the interrogator 
"by inserting, durinr an interrogation, his handkerchief into the opening of 
his underwear. Mh.cn requested to undross, he reluctantly showed a completely 
dry "body and underwear, Hb o.l s o complained of terrific migraine s and a loss 
of memory. Occasionally he node statenents calculated to give the impression 
that he had rone out of his mind. 

His most recent line was an attempt to rain sympathy “by expressing 
fear of the 3olsheviks and their "brutal methods. 

3. Tentative Appraisal of Korzeniowski 

Kcrzeniowski has a rood educational backgr ound; after having natricu^ 
lated from hirh school, he probably had a few years of collogo, and possibly 
even a law dcrrec. While his knowledge is far from solid, he disposes of 
extensive intellectual baagage, chiefly calculated to impress people; he there- 
fore avails hinsolf profusely of Latin phrases and famous sayinrB of rrcat non. 
Since he also has a very rood memory, he is able to show off his knowlcdre at 
the sllrhtcst provocation, and'noro often without any. He is undoubtedly an 
excellent orator and a caustic, alert conversationalist, «nd his attempts at 
brilliance becono particularly frequent when he believes that they will help 
him to rain the smallest favors or considerations. 

All his other dualities, however, becono ins irnif leant when compared 
to his ability to lie. Tollinr untruths cones naturally to hin, without any 
effort or hesitation, and he uses every trick of tho trade to convey the im- 
pression of sincerity; thus, he can reproduce an interior struggle and tears 
with the skill of a first-class actor. Fot only does he lie against all logic 
and when faced with evidence pointing to the contrary, but he also nixes fa.cts 
with fiction when there is no obvious motive. Sven his own stories unabashed- 
ly picture his life as one full of lies, deception, and swindle. He lied to 
his girl friends, he lies to other prisoners; all his stories contain lies. 

He states that he has lied so much in his life that sometimes he wonders 
whether he can still distinguish true from false. This statement is also a lie 
The reason he gives for his constant disregard of the truth is that his inter- 
rogators have always been suggo sting to him a secret mission and attempts at 
kidnapping or even murder as motives for his coning to 3erlin, On another 
occasion, he indicated tho more plausible motive that he wanted to confuse his 
interrogators to the point whoro they would be unable to recognise the truth 
when he finally decided to tell it. 

At the same time, he suffers from neralonania to a decree which is 
quite exceptional, oven taking into account his national background. He be- 
lieves that it is almost impossible to natch his talents and abilities, and 
he stales modestly that he was a "young star in tho political life of Poland" 
and that "the way to the hirhest Polish office — tho Presidency — was open" to 
him. He is always talkin': about his dealings with high-placed political per- 
sonalities, and he makes no bones about his disdain for the common neo-ole ; ho 
sees no contradiction betwoen this attitude and the Communist belief s which 
he claims to have held formerly. 



In addition tc all his other blemishes rf character, he is a proven 
dipsomaniac, *nd appears to be lacking in moral principles of any kind, no- 
thin?: is sacred to him; love, honor, and religion mean absolutely nothing. 

What is unusual for a Pole, he. has no nride at all and is completely shameless; 
for a cigarette butt, he will make any promises or statenents that happen to 
be desired by his interlocutor. 
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COMMENT 5 AND RECOIP'SNDATIOITS 

Kor zeniovslti arrived at this Center on 9 August I9H6 and has "been inter- 
rogated almost without interruption ever since that date. All known aids to 
interrogation have been exhausted. Although he admits that he has "run out 
of stories", he cannot be said to be "broken", because it would at this point be 
almost impossible to recognize the truth even if he had told it, unless it were 
possible to check some of his statements. His inordinate propensity for lying 
makes exterior corroboration imperative. 

It is, therefore, recommended to the agencies interested that a. serious 
attempt be made to check at least on the basic facts of Korzeniowski' s differ- 
ent stories*. If renewed interrogation on the bosi3 of information received 
\ in reply to these cuestions should again prove inconclusive, Eorzeniowski 

should be tried for crimes allegedly committed in a German concentration camp. 
It is requested that the question be determined now whether he will have to be 
turned over to the Polish Authorities. The latter course should, if possible, 
be avoided in view of the knowledge lie has necessarily gained about this 
Center during his long confinement here,

Analysis of the documents found on Zorzenicwski nakes it possible to cone 
to certain conclusions about his history, regardless of the many misleading 
statements made by him during interrogations. Thus it is certain that Zorzeniow- 
ski was en inmate of at least three German concentration camps during the Va r. 
Scon after his return from internment, he became an active member of the PPS in 
Lower Silesia, It appears that his first official position was that of First 
Secretary of the County Committee of the PPS in Sroda. The newspaper article 
signed by him proves that he scon became well known to the higher Polish authori- 
ties and the population. Zcrzeniowski is a good orator and propagandist for the 
present Polish regime, and he was often called upon to speak at meetings on be- 
half of the PPS. 



His work end abilities were rewarded in Sumner 1946, when he was appointed 
Second Regional Secretary of the PPS in Szczecin. This position, held in the 
capital cf the "recovered territories", was undoubtedly a. very responsible one, 
and indicates Zorzeniowski 1 s excellent standing with the Government*; it certain- 
ly enabled him to contact the highest Prlish authorities. Exhibits 27,^*, and 
29 confirm that Zorzeniowski was very active as a. propagandist , and was an im- 
portant end trusted Polish official.

1, "I, Abram Benet, make the following statement under rath* 

I, Abram Benet, entered the Mauthausen Cencentrati r n Cairo, Austria, on 
10 Tebrusry 1945 as an inmate and was kept there until May 1945, at which time 
the Americans liberated us. My job was tailoring. 

I vaa sent to Block 19, of which a nan by the name of Korzeniowski , 
Ryszard-, was in charge. In the month of April 1945, Korzeniowski would lash me 
with a switch and later with a board of wood, consistently, day after day. Scars 
of his cruelty still remain on my back. In the latter part of April 1945, at 
which time I was exhausted from overwork, beating and undernourishment, Eorzen- 
iowski, Ryszard, called me into his office and made me ly flat on my back. He 
then put one foot on ray neck and with the ther kicked me until he thought I was 
dead. Immediately after, he drammed me out into the cold ground and left me 
there. I managed to crawl to one of the bunks and hid there, escaping from this 
torture.”

I was sent to Block 19 of which a nan by the name of Errzeniowski, 

Ryszard was in charge. He treated me with cruelty and had me severely lashed. 
Almost every day during the month of April 1945, he would drag me to the main 
laggar and beat me with a switch until my back bled, The minimum amount of lashes 
he would give me would be twenty-five. On or about 15 April, he had me taken to 
the crematory for disposal because I had not finished his dress Jacket at the 
proper time. I managed to survive this by jumping cut of a window before enter- 
ing the crematory.”

1. I, the undersigned, Preytag , Ryszard Henryk, alias Korzeniowski, alias 
Littauer Jrzef , declare rf ray o\>m free will, and fully realizing the legal con- 
sequences of ray statements: 

Acting upon orders received, I kidnapped a. refugee from Poland called 
Capt Pawlcski, with the help of Capt Pasternak. The above-named Capt Pawlowski 
lived in Block 4l of the Dueppel Center, In order to carry out the kidnapping, 
Pasternak added to the coffee that was taken to Pawlowski an acid solution 
(Solutio acidi aesinini 005) which caused high fever. I must mention that Capt 
Pawlowski is a Jew who changed his name to Pawlowski. I do not recall his ori- 
ginal name. 

Vhen fever resulted, Prodt, the commander of the Camp Police, called 
me in. I must add that 3rodt was an accomplice, ,T hen I was informed that the 
natter was in an advanced stare, I came tc Pawlowski’ s room and injected "eripani 
cun extr. monevini cm 10" into his vein. The reaction was that Pawlowski fell 
asleep. At that point, Goldberg, Czechovicz, and Pasternak alone: with two help- 
ers, took the sleeping Pawlowski to the car waiting at the entrance, I, after 
having talked to Czechovicz, came downstairs at the moment when the car was about 
to. leave, and I noticed the presence <-f the comp police who attempted to stow 
the car, Goldberg fell from the running board and was apprehended together with 
me by the police. 

I add that I was ordered to accomplish that by Col Babenko of NKVD Hq 
in Szczecin, after a final discussion with Capt Rrmanrvicz in the Polish Mission 
in Berlin.

a. While holding the position of doctor in the Camp hospital, I killed 
four people whose names I dr not recall. These crimes were perpetrated at the 
end of December 1944. 

b. During the month r f April 1945, I killed, as stated by one of my 
accusers, a man whom I did net know well, and vho lived in Block 19 , where I was 
a clerk. 



I committed these crines with a hammer and without any real motive. 

I declare that the above statement is the truth and was made by ny rwn 
free will and in the presence of tvw witnesses, without convulsion of any kind.
